2024 Arbitration 

e Atfirst glance, this is a massive arb class, but we’re jettisoning more than half of them. It’s going to be an offseason dedicated to cutting dead wood out of the 
organization and attempting to plant something better in its place. | don’t foresee any splashy free agent moves despite our “big market” status. 

e The three starting pitchers at the top are no-brainers at these prices. Canning is entering his final arb year and remains a theoretical trade candidate, though 
we would be selling at the bottom of his value after a terrible 2024. Sandoval is due back mid-season from elbow surgery and it’s presently unclear what he'll 
look like when he returns. Detmers was inexplicably sent to AAA for a mid-season “reset,” which made little sense given the offensive environment at Salt Lake. 

e Adell (68 wRC+) and Moniak (50+ RC) endured brutal seasons and both are plagued by severe contact issues. Still, their respective prospect pedigrees and 
defensive ability make them reasonable keeps for 2025 given the current state of the upper minors. Moniak is out of options, however, which gives him a leg up 
on Jordyn Adams for backup outfielder role. Regardless, this is just rearranging deck chairs. 

e With so many guys leaving the organization, we could have as many as 10 open 40-man spots heading into free agency/Rule 5 season. We'll almost certainly 
make at least one (and possibly) multiple picks in the Rule 5 Draft. 

e Luis Rengifo and Taylor Ward will be popular targets at the upcoming Winter Meetings. We've already had preliminary discussions with Baltimore regarding 
Ward, for whom I'd love to get a young, MLB-ready position player to join the existing core. Who better to make that happen than the loaded Orioles? 

e Alternatively...Rengifo might also be an extension candidate heading into the final year of his deal. He just turned 28, is popular with the fan base, and plays 
league average defense at multiple spots. Three straight seasons of 2.0-ish WAR. If the returns aren’t worthwhile, perhaps we hang onto him for a few seasons.

40-Man Roster Adds Prior to Rule 5 Draft 
e CF Grant McCray, 24 (AAA Salt Lake); #10 LAA prospect, #276 overall 
— Discussed in a prior post. Among the five best defensive center fielders in MILB. Contact/K issues, but high walk rates make him an ideal 9-hole hitter in the 
Trent Grisham mold. Will open the season at AAA but should see significant MLB time later in the year. 


e RHP Kelvin Caceres, 24 (AAA Salt Lake); #32 LAA prospect 
— Signed in 2018 out of the DR and has steadily climbed the organizational ladder thanks to monster ground-ball rates (71% last year) and a unique 
sinker/curveball combo. Sits 97-99 but doesn’t miss as many bats as the big stuff would suggest. Some Luis Garcia similarities here with the 40-grade 
command and hard, bowling ball sinker. With three options, he'll be a frequent flier on the Salt Lake to Anaheim train for the next season or two. 


e RHP Luis Guerrero, 24 (AA Rocket City); #25 LAA prospect 
— Discussed at length at the time of the trade last July with Boston. Unlike Caceres, Guerrero is a 4-seam guy with two legitimate secondaries (slider/splitter). 
He was electric at Double A last season and isn’t far away from potentially moving into a high leverage role. The question is whether we subject him to the 
brutality of Salt Lake and the PCL or let him skip directly to the majors — potentially as soon as opening day. 


e OF Alexander Ramirez, 22 (AA Rocket City); #54 LAA prospect 
— Another member of the Angels’ 2018 international class, Ramirez is a classic power-hitting Dominican corner outfielder with strikeout and contact concerns. 
The power has been slow-developing and only rates as a 35 despite six years in the system. Still, he’s worth protecting because the new scouting group thinks 
he could grow into 60 power, which would put him in the second tier of organizational power hitters behind Braden Montgomery, Corey Collins, and Carson 
Messina. He’s probably maxed-out as a short-side platoon guy (he’s right-handed), but there’s a glimmer of hope that the power pops in the next year or two 
and he starts looking like Teoscar Hernandez-lite (with all of the requisite strikeout and hit tool deficiencies). 


e 2B/SS Arol Vera, 22 (AA Rocket City); #47 LAA prospect 
— Vera was a bonus baby in the 2019 class, signing for $2.2M out of Venezuela. Like so many slick-fielding Venezuelan middle infielders, it was 
widely-assumed that he wouldn’t develop everyday power and would need the glove to carry the profile. Those prognostications have mostly come to fruition, 
though Vera’s 6’2, 175-pound frame suggests that he could still get to some power (he’s a current 30 with 45 power upside). He was passable defensively at 
shortstop at Double A last season but grades out plus as a defender at second base. Switch-hitting middle infielders with non-zero power and reasonable 
contact rates are valuable pieces towards the bottom of rosters. He’ll get another shot at Double A after a woeful year with the bat (49 wRC+), though like many 
Angels prospects, he was rushed to a level for which he was ill-prepared.
